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The American Annals of the Deaf 


The AMERICAN ANNALS OF THE DEAF was founded in 1847 at the American 
School for the Deaf in Hartford, Connecticut, by the members of the faculty of that school, 
which is the first free public school for the deaf in America. Although the journal received 
the approval of the administrative school authorities, the periodical was first entirely 
sponsored by the members of the faculty. After two years the ANNALS was discontinued 
for some months but was revived by the members of the American Instructors of the Deaf 
in their first meeting in New York, N. Y., in 1850. 


In June, 1861, the publication ceased because of the War Between the States, inas- 
much as the membership was made up of northerners and southerners in almost equal 
proportion. In September, 1868, the AMERICAN ANNALS OF THE DEAF resumed 
publication with the editorial office on Kendall Green, in Washington D. C., where it 
has since remained.

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Preface 


The May 1960 issue of the American Annals of the Deaf is 
devoted to articles concerning research facilities for the deaf in 
the United States. There are numerous colleges and universities, 
medical schools, and schools and classes for the deaf engaged in 
research work on deafness. However, only a few selected such 
centers could be presented in this issue. 


The May number of the American Annals of the Deaf is designed 
for the use of the participants at the workshop being held at 
Gallaudet College, June 19, 20, 21, 22, for the purpose of identi- 
fying researchable vocational rehabilitation problems of the deaf. 


The Workshop on Identification of Researchable Vocational 
Rehabilitation Problems of the Deaf was made possible by a grant 
provided by the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation, Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
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Psychiatric-Preventive and Sociogenetic Study 
of the Adjustive Capacities, Optimum Work 
Potentials and Total Family Problems of 
Literate Deaf Adolescents and Adults

Usually referred to as the Mental Health Project for the Literate 
Deaf, the above-entitled study was among the first to be awarded 
a research grant by the United States Office of Vocational 
Rehabilitation under Public Law 565. The grant was made on 
April 1, 1955 to the New York State Psychiatric Institute where 
the investigation still continues in the Department of Medical 
Genetics under the direction of Franz J. Kallman, M.D. Largely 
responsible for the high priority value of the project were: first, 
the critical lack of authoritative research information concerning 
the number of deaf persons in the population, their normative 
status, emotional problems, family adjustments, general develop- 
mental needs, and range and types of adaptation to varying 
socio-economic, cultural, and occupational conditions; and second, 
the deplorable lack of mental health facilities qualified to serve 
the deaf. 

Aims of the Project: The broad aims of the project are: (1) to 
investigate the adjustive norms and specific family problems of 
the literate deaf; (2) to explore methods for the psychiatric 
management of emotional disturbances among deaf adolescents 
and adults; and (3) to train specialized personnel for the conduct 
of the investigation and eventually for the management of 
adjustive problems among deaf persons. 

Subjects and Procedures: In carrying out the first of the 
project’s aims, two statistically representative and entirely inde- 
pendent study groups were used: a main population consisting 
of a random sampling of the literate deaf population of New 
York State in the age range from 12 to 42 years; and a second 
population consisting of deaf twins of all ages living in the eastern 
half of the United States. In the absence of census and demo- 
graphic information on the deaf of New York State, the intricate 
task of locating such persons fell to the research team. So too 
did the job of devising the necessary forms for the collection and 
recording of complete personal and family history data which in 
addition to the usual lines of inquiry required the investigation 
of such areas as: admissions to mental hospitals, suicide, fatal 
accident, mental defect, criminality, sexual deviations, fertility 
rates, problems of mate selection, causes of celibacy, etc. The 
interviews and clinical procedures used in collecting the necessary

information were also carried out by the team members. The 
research method used with the main study group was the sampling 
survey technique; and with the twin population, the comparative- 
causal approach. Both were under strict statistical supervision. 
The singular advantages of the twin study must be particularly 
noted. Not only does it provide a unique opportunity to study 
the interaction of genetic and environmental factors in personality 
development, it also serves as a form of check and control on 
the findings derived from the main study population. 

Concerning the second aim of the project—exploring methods 
of diagnosing and treating emotional disturbances among the deaf 
—the project leaned heavily upon its “clinie population” for basic 
data. Two days a week were set aside for the clinical part of 
the investigation, and all specialized agencies and schools in the 
metropolitan area were invited to refer cases for diagnostie or 
therapeutic purposes who qualified for the research frame. Before 
long, up-state schools and agencies were also requesting clinical 
attention and mobile teams were sent out periodically to render 
services and gather information from these locales. In addition, 
numbers of deaf individuals who had learned about the clinic 
came as self-referrals. Highlighted in the mass of clinical data 
thus obtained are significant lines of inquiry for the systematic 
investigation of the diagnosis, treatment, and prevention of emo- 
tional disturbances among the deaf. 

Finally, the training part of the project served two highly 
important investigative functions. The first was to indicate 
whether or not highly qualified specialists (psychiatrists, psycholo- 
gists, geneticists, research scientists, ete.) require special training 
to work effectively with the deaf; and second, the nature of the 
training if such is required. On the basis of personal experience, 
the consensus of the project staff was that special training for 
work with the deaf was essential. It was further ascertained that 
the greatest stress in training was required in the following areas: 
methods of communication and language usage of the deaf; edu- 
cational and psycho-social implications of early, severe hearing 
loss; methodology and interpretation of psychological techniques 
applied to the deaf; and counseling techniques used with deaf 
persons. In addition, lectures were held on the neurological 
foundations of behavior, the clinical and audiometric aspects of 
otology, and on statistical methodologies in research. 

The Interdisciplinary Approach: It will be some time yet before 
analysis of the total data is completed and the findings of the 
Project become available. In the meanwhile, it must be empha- 
sized that interdisciplinary participation and mutual teaching were 
essential to the Project’s activities. Represented on the project 
staff and Advisory Board were: medical specialties, genetics, edu- 
cation, research, pastoral guidance, psychology, and the deaf at 
large. Further, all the special departments of the Psychiatric 
Institute made themselves available for consultation; and finally, 
without the state-wide cooperation of a wide variety of public and 
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private agencies, the demographic aspects of the research would 
have been well-nigh impossible to conduct. And on the other side 
of the coin, through the Project’s own activities, a job of public 
and professional education has been accomplished in New York 
State that will render a distinct service to the welfare of the 
deaf and to the broadening of scientific awareness. 
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The Research Department of the 
Central Institute for the Deaf

Central Institute for the Deaf comprises four divisions: the 
School, the Clinies, the Teacher Training College, and the Research 
Department. Research concerning the speech and hearing processes 
and their defects has been carried out at the Institute ever since 
its founding, and especially since the early 1930's. In 1946, how- 
ever, this interest in and commitment to research was embodied 
in a Research Department, under the direction of Dr. Hallowell 
Davis. This Department seeks to extend the frontiers of knowl- 
edge in several aspects of speech and hearing by pursuing both 
basic and applied research. 

The Research Department consists of three laboratories: physi- 
ology or biology, psychology, and electro-acousties. These three 
laboratories are named, not according to the problems studied, 
but according to the discipline or kind of approach to a study 
that is characteristic of the laboratory’s members. 

Certain basic studies in the Physiology Laboratory sim _ to 
understand the mechanical, electrical and chemical nature of the 
process by which sound arriving at the inner ear is converted 
to appropriate messages for the auditory nervous system. Others 
concern the functional and anatomical changes (in animals) that 
follow exposure to intense sound. 

The work of the Psvchology Laboratory consists of three major 
parts. Both basic and applied research is undertaken with psycho- 
acoustic procedures in which the investigator relates various 
acoustical dimensions of his tones, noises, speech or other sounds 
to the responses of listeners. Similar studies are undertaken with 
animals through the use of conditioning procedures. A third kind 
of study, quite apart from psycho-acousties, is concerned with the 
psychological aspects (perception, learning, ete.) of deaf and 
aphasie children. 

Basic research in the Electro-acousties Laboratory has to do 
both with mathematical-theoretical developments and the measure- 
ment and production of particular sounds. In addition, the applied 
work of this laboratory may stem from the experimental or 
clinical activities in the other laboratories or other divisions of 
the Institute. Thus it has developed group hearing aids and also 
techniques for measuring noise and related hearing loss among 
aireraft-carrier personnel. 

There are ten Research Associates at present in the Research 
Department, all of whom have either the M.D., or the Ph.D. in 
psychology, electrical engineering or audiology. Four have con- 
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tinuing appointments; the others hold appointments for two or 
three years. There are also from four to six graduate-student 
research assistants from the departments of psychology or electrical 
engineering (Washington University) or from the Central Institute 
for the Deaf. The annual turnover is about two research associates 
and one graduate student. 

The Department issues (since 1958) an Annual Progress Re- 
port which summarizes the work of all laboratories and lists all 
publications. 

Both the training and the interests of the various members of 
the Research Department may appear to be not very directly 
related to the school and the clinics of the Institute. However, 
their work almost always concerns some aspect, whether physical, 
psychological, physiological, or clinical, of the communicative 
process. Several members of the Research Department are also 
on the faculty of the Teacher Training College. In addition, the 
scientists of the Department are in contact with various members 
of the clinics and the school, and thus are kept aware of some 
of the everyday problems faced by teachers and clinicians. Fur- 
thermore, the interests and attitudes of members of the Research 
Department appear to rub off on some of the teachers and 
clinicians so that the very services that are rendered by the 
Institute are subjected to constant scrutiny and inquiry. 

The Research Department also trains future investigators in 
two ways. Graduate students in the Department of Speech and 
Hearing of Washington University (and graduate students in 
other departments, such as Psychology, Physiology and Electrical 
Engineering, in which departments the senior members of the 
Research Department have academic appointments) pursue their 
academic work and dissertation research at the Institute. Sec- 
ondly, the Research Department appoints short-term research 
associates or research fellows, most of whom already have the 
Ph.D., for apprenticeship, further study, and experience. 
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Research Facilities at Northwestern University

The research facilities at Northwestern University as they per- 
tain to deafness are extensive. For many years the work in 
audiology and in otologie surgery has been internationally known. 
More recently programs have been added in the areas of rehabili- 
tation and in the education and psychology of persons having 
impaired hearing. At present there are five major facilities in 
which research is being conducted on problems of deafness. These 
are: (1) Audiological Laboratories in the Department of Audi- 
ology, (2) The Institute for Language Disorders, (3) The Hearing 
Clinic in the Department of Otolaryngology, (4) The Electro- 
encephalographic Laboratory and Children’s Clinic in the Depart- 
ment of Neurology and Psychiatry, and (5) The Speech Clinic. 
Each of the facilities is described briefly; no attempt is made to 
include the many resources in a major university which are 
available for all special needs. For example, an important facility 
for any major research program is a Computing Center. At 
Northwestern is maintained a basic No. 650 IBM Computer with 
a trained staff, which is available for the research work pertaining 
to deafness; in a recently completed study of the effects of deafness 
on personality over 110,000 statistical tests of significance were 
made. 

(1) The Audiological Laboratories: These laboratories include 
two suites of sound treated rooms in Evanston and two suites in 
the Medical School, Chicago. The suites are used exclusively for 
research on audition in both normal listeners and persons with 
hearing defects, on the relation between neurological defects and 
hearing function, on application of audiology to otological diag- 
nosis, on audiological assessment of communicative efficiency, and 
on rehabilitational methods. Each suite is independently equipped 
with specialized electronic instruments. In addition, the labora- 
tories have the basic apparatus necessary for sound measurement 
and electro-acoustic calibration. The staff includes three full-time 
and three part-time research workers, with others being added 
when warranted. The work of the laboratories is supported largely 
by grants-in-aid and research contracts. Emphasis is on hearing 
in adults, but children with hearing defects also are studied. 

(2) The Institute for Language Disorders: In this Institute 
there are three suites of rooms devoted exclusively to research in 
addition to offices, therapy, and clinic rooms. These facilities, 
because of the nature of the research, consist mainly of rooms 
designed especially for psychological, educational, and vocational 
examinations. The research is directed principally toward defining 
the effects of sensory deprivation on learning and adjustment. 
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Approximately five highly trained persons are engaged in research 
on a full-time basis; these include psychologists, audiologists, 
speech and language pathologists, and educators of the deat. 
Emphasis is on children, but deaf and hard of hearing persons 
of all ages are being studied for purposes of research at all times. 
The equipment includes free-field sources of sound, all types of 
psychological tests, specialized tests of vision and motor function. 
One room is equipped with electronic computers used exclusively 
for research. 

(3) The Hearing Clinics: The university maintains two hearing 
clinics, one on the Evanston campus and one at the Medical Schoo! 
in Chicago. The staffs of these clinics include six audiologists and 
three otolaryngologists. These clinics have rooms for audiometric 
testing and audiological evaluation, including two suites for sound- 
field work and selection of hearing aids, and quarters for counsell- 
ing, rehabilitative guidance and training, and otolaryngological 
examinations. Each clinic is independently equipped with electro- 
acoustic and other apparatus necessary for its work. Special 
research explorations are continuously incorporated in the clinical 
program of each clinic. Many of these investigations combine 
medical and audiological study, some emphasize practical appli- 
cations of findings from the Audiological Laboratories, while others 
strive for improvement of rehabilitative techniques. Finally, 
haison is maintained with the audiological clinics at Evanston 
Hospital, Cook County Hospital, and the VA West Side Medical 
Center. 

(4) Facilities in the Department of Neurology and Psychiatry: 
Because of the extensive research being conducted in this depart- 
ment on sensory deprivation, including deafness and_ blindness, 
a number of rooms are required for study and for staff purposes. 
However, the primary facility is the Electroencephalographic 
Laboratory, which includes offices, EEG record reading and storage 
rooms, as well as rooms for the neurological examinations which 
are done in conjunction with the brain wave studies. The facilities 
include specialized equipment for the study of hearing and seeing 
while the EEG is being made. The research work done here 
combines the efforts of specialists in neurology, electroencephalog- 
raphy, language pathology, differential diagnosis, deafness, blind- 
ness, psychiatry, and psychology. 

(5) The Speech Clinic: The Speech Clinie provides research 
facilities pertaining to many different types of communicative dis- 
orders. These quarters include the space and equipment necessary 
for the study of auditory, respiratory, and various psychological 
processes involved in speaking. Examples of major equipment 
which is provided are a Spectograph, Muscle Stimulator, Probe 
Tube equipment for measuring sound, and a Respirometer. 

The above discussion of facilities does not include plans for the 
building of new quarters, an addition to the Speech Annex Build- 
ing, which will provide twelve new rooms to be used largely for 
research on the problems of deafness; it is anticipated that these 
facilities will be completed by July 1, 1960. 
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Research Facilities at the John Tracy Clinic

John Tracy Clinic, Los Angeles, Calif. 


In a very real sense, the entire facilities of the John Tracy 
Clinie can be thought of as research facilities. Families are 
accepted in our Demonstration School with an understanding 
that they will be expected to participate in our research studies. 
Research information is continually being collected from our 
consultation cases, and the families who have been, and currently 
are, enrolled in our Correspondence Course have participated in 
a number of survey studies. Most important, the teaching staff 
as a whole are keenly interested in evaluation of their current 
techniques and the development of new ones. This mental atti- 
tude of the staff is undoubtedly our greatest single asset. Actual 
physical facilities are limited, although we are making every effort, 
consistent with the operation of the Clinic service program, to 
expand them. 

The research program was originally concerned with immediate 
and practical problems of preschool age deaf children and their 
parents. It soon became apparent that in many cases it was 
necessary to explore more basic problems in order to provide a 
framework from which the more practical problems could be 
approached. A study of lipreading, for example, discovered so 
many gaps in our knowledge of the communication process and 
the linguistic rules that apply to visual communication, that a 
long term basic study in this area was undertaken. The current 
philosophy contemplates both applied and basie research efforts. 

All nursery school. teaching and consulting rooms have observa- 
tion booths equipped wtih one-way glass. Hearing tests are 
carried out in a specially constructed suite of acoustically treated 
rooms with provision for all of the tests currently employed with 
young children. The control room is provided with one-way glass 
large enough for group observation. Provision has also been made 
for an additional sound treated ‘booth primarily for research tests. 

A major effort has been made to employ the latest electronic 
developments in our area of interest. The most recent application 
has been the development of a special purpose analog computer 
to analyze EEG activity from the scalp in response to auditory 
stimulation. This computer has demonstrated its applicability to 
adult subjects and is currently being used with preschool age 
children. Facilities for carrying out galvanic skin response, con- 
ditioned eyelid, and conditioned cortical response tests of hearing 
are also available. 

The nursery school and teaching facilities are being used on a 
two-shift basis with children from an experimental program which

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has been studying the atypical deaf child, using the facilities in 
the late afternoon. A separate Clinic, designed to study the 
problems of the hard of hearing child and the maximum utilization 
of parental instruction, has been set up in the community of 
Northridge, California, a distance of some thirty miles from 
the Clinic. 
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The John Hitz Memorial Library of the 
Alexander Graham Bell Association 
for the Deaf, Inc.

The John Hitz Memorial Library was founded in 1887 by 
Alexander Graham Bell. The nucleus of its collection is Alexander 
Graham Bell’s own vast library on hearing and deafness, at that 
time probably the most complete collection of this sort in the 
United States, including many foreign books and rare volumes 
dating from the 16th Century. 

The library was presented to the American Association to 
Promote the Teaching of Speech to the Deaf (now the Alexander 
Graham Bell Association for the Deaf, Inc.) by Dr. Bell. 

The Association Library is named for the first Superintendent 
of the Volta Bureau (now synonymous with the Association). It 
was intended to be a depository of all information printed or 
in manuscript in English or other languages which contributed to 
the knowledge of deafness, its causes, its effects, and its educational 
treatment. It was intended also to serve as a world clearing 
house for such information. It represented from the beginning 
the discerning choice of an authority in the field, a master teacher 
of the deaf. Included are some of Dr. Bell’s notes and corre- 
spondence with scientists and educators throughout the world in 
regard to deafness and all its related problems. 


COLLECTION 


The Library has an estimated collection in excess of 20,000 
books and pamphlets, which include bound volumes of American 
and foreign professional periodicals, school reports of American 
and foreign schools for the deaf and school papers of American 
and Canadian schools, dating from the 19th century. Current 
books in the field are added annually. There are also thousands 
of clippings which have been taken from newspapers and maga- 
zines indexed and filed. 


THE Rare Book SEcTION 


The Rare Book Section remains one of the most interesting 
parts of the Library and is probably unduplicated elsewhere in 
this country. The oldest book in the Library is “Thesaurus 
artificosae memoriae,” published in 1579. This book is of interest 
because of its chapters on phonetics and its treatment of the 
manual alphabet. Included also are Bulwer’s two books “Chir- 
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ologia on the Natural Language of the Hand,” 1664, and ‘“Philo- 
cophus; or the Deafe and Dumbe Man’s Friend,” 1648. The 
Library also has John Conrad Amman’s first book “Surdus 
Loquens” (The Speaking Deaf), published in 1740. 


A SpecraL CoLLectTion 
A special collection in the Library includes all of the works 


on visible speech which have been published, including those 
by Alexander Melville Bell. 


PURPOSES 


The Library serves a double purpose: (1) It furnishes infor- 
mation to research workers from colleges and universities, or to 
those engaged in independent research. (2) It serves those who 
are employed by the Association to answer the many letters of 
inquiry which are received every day from deaf and hard of 
hearing persons, parents, teachers, and other interested in the 
problems of deafness. 


UsInG THE LIBRARY 


The Library has neither the staff nor sufficient number of 
duplicate copies to permit it to loan books. However, inter- 
library loan requests are honored when more than one copy of a 
book is in the collection. A small loan library of more than 50 
current books is maintained for the use of Association members, 
who borrow books by mail for a period of 3 weeks. 

The Library is open from 9 to 4, Monday through Friday, or 
by special arrangement, for all interested in research on hearing 
and deafness. They need not be Association members. 


The Clarence W. Barron Department of Research 
at The Clarke School for the Deaf

The Clarke School for the Deaf, Northampton, Mass. 


The Clarence W. Barron Department of Research was estab- 
lished in 1928 following the completion of the Coolidge Fund 
Drive. It was named for Clarence W. Barron, former editor of 
the Wall Street Journal, who was chairman of the National 
Committee that directed the drive. At the beginning the depart- 
ment was devoted to psychology. By 1932, however, it had 
expanded to its present form of three divisions: Divisions of 
Psychology, of Heredity of Deafness, and Experimental Phonetics. 
The funds supporting the Research Department were taken from 
the general endowment funds since there appeared to be no 
special allocation of funds for research. 


Division of Psychology : 

The first director of research was Dr. Kurt Koffka, Professor 
of Psychology, Smith College, and the first investigator, also a 
psychologist, was Miss Marguerete Eberhardt, who resigned at 
the end of the first year, and her place was filled by Dr. Frtiz 
Heider of the University of Berlin. Dr. Heider continued the 
work at Clarke until 1947 at which time he resigned to accept 
a position as Professor of Psychology at the University of Kansas. 
Both he and Mrs. Heider who had also joined the staff, contributed 
a large number of papers and two monographs of studies in the 
psychology of the deaf. 

The Heiders were replaced by Dr. Miriam Forster Fiedler in 
1951. Dr. Fiedler was especially interested in Child Development 
and learning problems of the deaf as they manifested themselves 
in good, average, and poor learners. Dr. Fiedler resigned in 1958 
to accept a position at the National Institutes of Health. Dr. 
Solis L. Kates, Professor of Clinical Psychology at the University 
of Massachusetts is serving temporarily on a_ half-time basis 
as research psychologist. Dr. Kates is interested in the investi- 
gation of intellectual and conceptual processes in the deaf. 


Division of Heredity of Deafness 


In 1930 the division concerning the heredity of deafness was 
added to the Research Department with Dr. Morris Steggerda, 
geneticist at Smith College, as its director. Ruth Guilder, M.D. 
was in charge of research, and Miss Hopkins, assistant. A long 
range program was initiated to determine the mode of inheritance 
of various types of deafness. In 1934 Dr. Steggerda joined the 
Eugenics Laboratory, Carnegie Foundation, and Dr. Guilder and 
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Miss Hopkins continued the program. Dr. Guilder and Miss 
Hopkins also became interested in audiometry and in classifying 
deaf children according to degrees of deafness and the general 
shape of their audiograms. Electronic hearing aids were just 
beginning to appear and Dr. Guilder was one of the early workers 
to see the possibilities of auditory training for the deaf. In 1937 
Dr. Guilder was forced to resign because of illness. Miss Hopkins 
continued the work of collecting family histories of Clarke 
children and she has published one monograph on this material. 


Division of Experimental Phonetics: 


In 1932, Dr. Clarence V. Hudgins joined the Research Depart- 
ment as Research Fellow in Experimental Phoneties. Dr. Hudgins’ 
early interest was the speech of deaf children. He was especially 
concerned with analyzing the speech of the deaf by methods of 
experimental phonetics. He approached the problem by way of 
comparative studies of the speech of deaf and normal subjects. 
He was also concerned with the assessment of speech intelligibility 
and with the development of speech intelligibility tests in order 
to measure progress of Clarke pupils from year to year. In addi- 
tion to an analysis of the speech of the deaf, Dr. Hudgins has 
been interested in hearing and hearing aids and has conducted 
studies on the problems of the effectiveness of hearing aids for 
children with varying degrees of deafness. 

Dr. Koffka resigned as Director of Research in 1941, and Dr. 
Frank H. Reider, then principal of the school, served as acting 
Director until his retirement in 1950. In 1955, Dr. Hudgins was 
made Director. 


The Library Facilities for Research 
at The Clarke School for the Deaf

The Research library at Clarke School combined with that of 
the Teacher Education Department, represents a comprehensive 
collection of texts, reference books, and technical journals that 
cover a wide range of interests. The library has been kept up 
to date and funds have been made available for the purchase of 
new books as needed, or as they have appeared. 

Each of the three divisions of research: Psychology, Heredity 
of Deafness, and Experimental Phonetics requires its own special 
reference books and journals as well as sharing the more general 
volumes. The division of Experimental Phonetics was especially 
fortunate in receiving as a personal gift, the phonetics library of 
the late Professor R. H. Stetson of Oberlin College. This collection 
is valuable in that it contains a number of works by the pioneer 
French and German, as well as American phoneticiams. It also 
contains a number of valuable reprints and monographs. 

The journals of the Research Department at Clarke consist of 
those dealing specifically with problems of the deaf and deafness, 
such as the American Annals of the Deaf, and The Volta Review, 
each with a complete set. It has also a variety of other journals 
that relate to problems in audiology, acoustics, speech and hearing, 
otology, genetics, and psychology.

The 
Research Department at Clarke School is especially fortunate in 
being located in the vicinity of these colleges (radius of 10 miles), 
and is able to take advantage of this cooperative program. 

Finally, the facilities of the Forbes Library are available to 
us. This is a public library in the City of Northampton and 
ranks 40th among public libraries in the United States.

Research on Deafness and the 


Deaf at Gallaudet College 


Leonarp M. Exustap, M.A., LL.D., President

Gallaudet College was founded in 1864, when on April 14 ot 
that year, Abraham Lincoln, President of the United States, signed 
the Enabling Act which authorized the establishment of the college. 

From the very beginning Gallaudet College manifested an 
interest in all problems relating to deafness. The report of 
Edward Miner Gallaudet, founder and first president of the 
college, which appeared in the Annual Report of the Columbia 
Institution for the Deaf in 1867, is an excellent commentary on 
problems of deafness as they existed in Europe and in the United 
States at that time. This report has been referred to as a 
milestone in the history of the education of the deaf in the 
United States. 

In 1868 the editorial office of the American Annals of the Deaf 
was established at Gallaudet College, where it has since remained. 
This journal was founded at the American School for the Deaf in 
Hartford, Connecticut, in 1847. It is the oldest educational 
journal in the United States and the oldest journal on the education 
of the deaf in the world. Without doubt, it is to this day the 
greatest single source of information on the deaf. 

Dr. Edward Allen Fay, vice president and professor of languages 
at Gallaudet College for over half a century and editor of the 
American Annals of the Deaf from 1870 to 1920, was among the 
first men in the United States to do research on the deaf. Two 
of his contributions remain as landmarks: Histories of the 
American Schools for the Deaf, 1817-1893, (3 vols.) prepared for 
The Volta Bureau by the Principals and Superintendents of the 
Schools and Published in Commemoration of the Four Hundredth 
Anniversary of the Discovery of America, and Marriages of the 
Deaf in America, An Inquiry Concerning the Results of Marriages 
of the Deaf in America, published in 1898. 

An outstanding publication appeared in 1928 entitled A Survey 
of American Schools for the Deaf, 1924-1925. The research for 
this book was conducted under the auspices of the National 
Research Council by Herbert E. Day and Irving 8. Fusfeld, pro- 
fessors at Gallaudet College, and Rudolf Pintner, professor of 
edueation at Columbia University in New York City.

In recent years many members of the Gallaudet College faculty 
have been engaged in research on the deaf in areas such as hearing 
and speech, education in both day and residential schools, psycho- 
logical and social problems and in linguisties. 


The National Index on Deafness, 
Speech and Hearing 


STEPHEN P. Quiciey, PH.D., Director

The National Index on Deafness, Speech and Hearing is an 
indexing and abstracting agency established as a joint project 
by Gallaudet College and the American Speech and Hearing 
Association. The purpose of NIDSH is to compile and disseminate 
information on the processes and disorders of speech and hearing. 
The dissemination of information is to be handled through publi- 
cations of various types: a quarterly journal of abstracts, an 
index, and a periodic review of research. The first issue of the 
quarterly journal of abstracts is scheduled to appear in the Fall 
of 1960. No publication date has been set for the index, which 
will be a comprehensive bibliography of the past professional 
literature on deafness, speech, and hearing. The periodic review 
of research is still in the discussion stage. 

NIDSH was established by Gallaudet College and the American 
Speech and Hearing Association because of the mutual interests 
of the two institutions in the indexing and abstracting of profes- 
sional literature and to avoid the duplication that would have 
resulted from separate efforts by the two institutions. Prior to 
the establishment of NIDSH in October, 1959, Gallaudet College 
had established an indexing and abstracting service known as the 
Central Index of Research on the Deaf. At about the same time, 
the American Speech and Hearing Association began considering 
expansion of its existing abstracting services. Upon becoming 
aware of each other’s activities, ASHA and the Central Index of 
Research on the Deaf began corresponding on the problem of 
duplication of effort that was likely to result from the two separate 
abstracting services. As a result of this correspondence a series 
of meetings was held at Gallaudet College between representatives 
of the college and representatives of ASHA. During the course 
of those meetings it became apparent that the indexing and 
abstracting needs of the several professional associations interested 
in the problems of deafness, speech, and hearing could best be 
served by a single agency. Gallaudet College and the American 
Speech and Hearing Association agreed to combine their existing 
services into a single organization to be known as the National 
Index on Deafness, Speech and Hearing. 

The policies of NIDSH are formulated by a Board of Directors 
consisting of three representatives of the American Speech and 
Hearing Association and three representatives of Gallaudet College. 
ASHA’s representatives are: Stanley H. Ainsworth of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, the 1960 president of ASHA; Kenneth O. 
Johnson, Executive Secretary of ASHA; and Wendell Johnson 
of the University of Iowa, Editor of ASHA. The representatives 
of Gallaudet College are: George E. Detmold, Dean of Gallaudet 
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College; Powrie Vaux Doctor, Editor of the American Annals of 
the Deaf; and Stephen P. Quigley, Director of the Office of 
Psycho-Edueational Research at Gallaudet College. In addition 
to being a member of the Board of Directors, Stephen P. Quigley 
is Director of NIDSH and Editor of its proposed publications. 
Mack D. Steer of Purdue University, and a former representative 
of ASHA on the Board of Directors of NIDSH, is Special Con- 
sultant to the Board of Directors. He played an important role 
in the establishment of NIDSH. 

At present, the major efforts of NIDSH are being directed 
toward the establishment of an abstracting organization and the 
publication of a quarterly journal of abstracts. Stephen P. Quigley 
of Gallaudet College has been named editor for the journal. 
Three assistant editors have been appointed. Richard G. Brill, 
Superintendent of the California School for the Deaf at Riverside, 
California, is assistant editor for the area of Deafness; Stanley H. 
Ainsworth, of the University of Georgia, is assistant editor for 
the area of Speech, and Philip A. Yantis, of the University of 
Michigan, is assistant editor for the area of Hearing. Each 
assistant editor has a group of abstracters assigned to him for the 
purpose of providing abstracts of the professional literature in 
each area. At present, approximately 40 abstracters have been 
appointed and other appointments are being considered to increase 
this number to about 50. Each abstracter is assigned a num- 
ber of journals which he will be responsible for abstracting. 
The journals are assigned to individuals on the basis of compe- 
tence, professional background, and interests. The journals are 
assigned from a master list prepared by NIDSH. A copy of the 
list appears at the end of this article. This list contains more than 
300 journals, published throughout the world, which are likely 
to publish articles on the processes and disorders of speech and 
hearing. 

The abstracters will examine all issues of all journals assigned 
to them and prepare abstracts of relevant material. The abstracts 
are to be non-critical condensations of the original material. 
Abstracts of research articles are not to exceed 500 words. 
Abstracts of all other material are not to exceed 300 words. 
The abstracts will be forwarded by each abstracter to his assistant 
editor who will edit them and forward them to the editor at 
Gallaudet College. There the abstracts will be subjected to 
further editing and will be prepared for publication. At each 
step of this organization, abstracter, assistant editor, editor, a 
tentative subject classification of each abstract will be made. 
This will permit three independent judgments of the appropriate 
subject classification for any abstract and will assist the editor 
in the final classification decision. The subject classification that 
will be used in the journal of abstracts appears at the end 
of this article. 

Abstracts also will be obtained from other abstracting services. 
Arrangements have been made with these services for NIDSH 
to reprint abstracts from their publications in return for a similar 
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consideration regarding NIDSH abstracts. Agreements to this 
effect have been made with Psychological Abstracts, Education 
Abstracts, and Child Development Abstracts and Bibliography. 
A similar agreement with the Excerpta Medica Foundation has 
been reached. These four abstracting services are the major 
ones which presently abstract literature on the processes and 
disorders of speech and hearing. 

In addition to providing abstracts of articles in professional 
journals, the journal will provide abstracts of books, pamphlets, 
and other types of publications and an annual listing of graduate 
theses in the area of interest of NIDSH. Franklin H. Knower, of 
Ohio State University has been appointed Contributing Editor 
for graduate theses. A Contributing Editor for books, pamphlets, 
and ete. is to be appointed shortly. This will complete the staff 
for the journal of abstracts. It has been decided to abstract all 
relevant material appearing on or after January 1, 1960 in the 
journals on the NIDSH master list. It is expected that the first 
issue of the journal of abstracts will appear sometime in the 
Fall of 1960. 

The second proposed publication of NIDSH is an index, in 
bibliographic form, of the past relevant literature on deafness, 
speech, and hearing. NIDSH plans to list all the significant 
literature in these areas that was published on or before Decem- 
ber 31, 1959. Two members of the staff of NIDSH are engaged 
full-time in this indexing activity and approximately 20,000 
references have been made and placed in a eard file. As this file 
continues to grow, the references will be classified by subject. 
When the file is complete, arrangements will be made to publish 
the index in one or more volumes. The index and the quarterly 
journal of abstracts should form a fairly complete reference 
system for most of the significant literature, past, present, and 
future, on the processes and disorders of speech and _ hearing. 

Thought is being given to the possibility of publishing a peri- 
odie review of research on the processes and disorders of speech 
and hearing similar to the annual review of psychological research 
published by the American Psychological Association. Such a 
review would provide summaries of the research conducted during 
given periods of time and would be of value to the person inter- 
ested in conducting research as well as to the practitioner inter- 
ested in the applications of research. 

These three projects, the quarterly journal of abstracts, the 
index, and the periodic review of research, are the present major 
activities of NIDSH. The support for these activities is provided 
by Gallaudet College, where NIDSH is located, by the American 
Speech and Hearing Association, and by a grant from the United 
States Office of Vocational Rehabilitation. With this help, and 
with the support of the members of various professional associa- 
tions, the National Index on Deafness, Speech and Hearing should 
be able to realize its goal of providing coverage of the world 
literature on the processes and disorders of speech and hearing.

Very little information is to be found relating to the college 
library prior to 1876. College Hall was built as an administration 
building and men’s dormitory in that year and the records show 
that 1,021 books were moved from the primary building to new 
quarters on the second floor of this new building. More than 
500 titles of this number constituted a collection of books about 
the deaf that had been purchased from England two years before. 
In 1947, seventy-one years later, the library’s collection numbered 
between six and seven thousand volumes. During this time the 
library had remained on the second floor of the men’s dormitory. 
In 1949, the library was moved to larger quarters on the first floor 
of the same building. The Edward Miner Gallaudet Memorial 
Library was the first of the new buildings in the Gallaudet Col- 
lege expansion program. It was occupied in June of 1956. The 
number of volumes at that time was approximately 26,000. The 
library now has more than 50,000 volumes. 

The library is organized to meet the needs of the instructional 
and research programs of the college. Materials are provided 
to support the several areas of instruction within the four year 
undergraduate program, together with those offered in the gradu- 
ate department of education, the preparatory department, and 
Kendall School. 

The area of specialization in the library’s acquisition program 
is concerned with materials relating to the deaf. Effort is made 
to acquire these materials insofar as they are available. The 
library’s present holdings in this field constitute a very fine work- 
ing collection of recent publications together with an historical 
collection dating from 1546. The titles published since 1900 are 
being fully classified and cataloged and cards for them will be 
filed in the card catalog. There has been purposeful duplication 
of important titles in this group to take care of the extensive 
uses made of them chiefly by the undergraduates and graduates 
in the Department of Education. This part of the collection of 
materials relating to deafness is probably one of the best in 
existence for titles printed in the English language. In the acquisi- 
tions program, priority is placed on the more recent publications. 

The historical collection of books and pamphlets on the subject 
of deafness covers the years 1546-1899. These will not be classi- 
fied or cataloged. They have been checklisted and are cared for 
in the manner that rare books usually receive. The nucleus of 
this collection was purchased by the college in 1874 from the 
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Charles Baker estate. Charles Baker was Headmaster of the 
Yorkshire Institution for the Deaf in England from 1829 until 
his death in 1874. His library covers the years from 1546 to 
the Civil War, and contains many of the famous titles connected 
with the history of the education of the deaf. Most of the titles 
discussed in The Education of the Deaf, by Thomas Arnold are 
in the Baker collection. Among those early titles are the works 
of Juan Pablo Bonet (?-1629; John Bulwer (?-1654); William 
Holder (1616-1698); John Wallis (1616-1703); George Dalgarno 
(1626-1687); Baron von Helmont (1618-1699); John Ammon 
(1669-1724) ; Abbe De L’Eppee (1712-1789) ; Abbe Sicard (1742- 
1882); and others. A chronological checklist of the 528 titles 
in this library was prepared as a Masters’ Thesis by Miss Shirley 
MeGlynn Kesert, Gallaudet College, 1948. 

In addition to the Baker Collection which is maintained as a 
separate unit, the library’s holdings of books and pamphlets about 
the deaf published before 1900 approximate 1000 items. A check- 
list has been prepared of these. The library is presently engaged 
in combining this checklist with the one of the Baker Collection 
into an alphabetical arrangement of authors and titles. 


PAMPHLETS, LEAFLETS, REPRINTS 

Extensive writings on the deaf are to be found as pamphlets, 
leaflets, brochures, reprints of journal articles, and other non-book 
forms of publications. This vertical file type material will 
eventually all be classified and cataloged. A great many have 
already been processed. Several thousand others will remain 
accessible in vertical files under subject arrangement until there 
is time to fully classifv and catalog them. This is a very valuable 
source of information on the deaf. 


DoctoraL DIssERTATIONS AND MASTERS’ THESES 


Results of research in the field of deafness carried on at many 
colleges and universities in the United States and foreign coun- 
tries are often available in the form of masters’ theses and doc- 
toral dissertations. Those prepared in the United States, the 
United Kingdom, and Canada are reported in The American 
Annals of the Deaf for September, 1955, and thereafter in the 
January issue of each year. The topics covered include generally 
audiology, deaf-blind, education, guidance, hearing, heredity, lan- 
guage, mental status, personality, reading, rehabilitation, schools, 
speech, speech reading, tests, vocational education, and others. 
The library has files of masters’ theses prepared at Gallaudet 
College through 1956. Many copies of masters’ theses and doc- 
toral dissertations written by persons actively engaged in teaching 
or working with the deaf that were prepared at other colleges 
and universities have been given to the library. In addition, 
microfilm copies of one hundred masters’ theses written chiefly 
at the universities of Illinois, Boston, Iowa, Ohio State, and Texas 
are among the files. Doctoral dissertations are on file from the 
universities of Boston, Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Marquette, Mary- 
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land, Michigan, Missouri, Stanford, Utah, and Wisconsin. The 
library plans a systematic acquisitions program in this field. In 
the meantime, research materials are available through the inter- 
library loan system that exists among libraries. The National 
Library of Medicine, Washington, D. C., has files of doctoral 
dissertations prepared in foreign universities. Those written on 
the medical aspect of deafness may be on file there. Microfilm 
copies of such material is often available direct from the uni- 
versity responsible for the work. Theses and dissertations on the 
subject of deafness that were formerly in the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare Library have been transferred 
to the Gallaudet College Library. This entire collection of theses 
and dissertations represents generally unpublished material and 
care has to be exercised relating to its use. Permission to use the 
material can usually be obtained from the author or from the 
university. The Gallaudet College Library does not lend this 
material to individuals or other libraries. Anyone having a 
legitimate reason to use them may do so. The microfilm copies 
of doctoral dissertations obtained from University Microfilms, 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, are copyrighted and they can be used 
under those regulations. 

MANUSCRIPTS 


The library does not have extensive manuscript collections 
other than the doctoral dissertations and masters’ theses described 
above. Those on file are chiefly from former graduates of 
Gallaudet College or are official files of clubs and organizations 
connected with the college. There are important documents re- 
lating to the establishment of the college and minor collections 
concerning President Edward Miner Gallaudet, 1857-1910, and 
President Percival Hall, 1910-1945. The most extensive collec- 
tion of manuscripts are the records of Olaf Hanson, a graduate of 
xallaudet College, class of 1886. Mr. Hanson received the 
masters’ degree in 1889. These papers consist of general corre- 
spondence, official correspondence of the National Association of 
the Deaf for the time that Mr. Hanson was an officer in that 
organization, blueprints of buildings that Mr. Hanson designed 
and built in connection with his profession, and records of college 
life and family matters. The papers of Gallaudet’s famous poet, 
George Teegarden, class of 1876, will be deposited in the library 
by his daughter, Alice Teegarden, as soon as their arrangement 
is completed. 


Reports OF SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The official reports of the many schools for the deaf record the 
history of the education of the deaf. The library has complete 
files of the reports of Gallaudet College. The hundred years 
histories that have been prepared at various state schools for the 
deaf are also on file. The annual or biennial reports of the many 
schools for the deaf in the United States and other countries are 
well represented. The coverage for some date from the establish- 
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ment of the institution to the present time with only an oceasional 
year missing. In general, the reports for recent years are on file. 
The library owns several copies of the important three volume 
work of Dr. Edward Allen Fay, Histories of the American Schools 
for the Deaf, 1817-1893, that was published by The Volta Bureau, 
Washington, D. C., 1893. 


ScHOooL PAPERS 


The schools for the deaf publish papers which are principally 
news sheets and reports of class work. There is usually one pro- 
fessional article that appears in each issue. Often the particular 
article will appear in several school papers. The library practice 
in the past was to clip the article and file it under subject. Over 
the years these papers from the various schools have been referred 
to as “The Little Paper Family.” Seven Gallaudet College theses 
have been prepared on the subject of “The Little Paper Family” 
covering the years 1944-1952. Abstracts of the articles of pro- 
fessional interest appearing in all the papers are contained in 
these theses. The library has fairly complete files of the school 
papers since 1953. Similar papers from foreign schools are 
also kept. 

ASSOCIATIONS 


There are several organized professional associations that exist 
because of their interest in the education and welfare of the deat. 

The oldest association of this group is the Convention of the 
American Instructors of the Deaf, a national organization com- 
posed chiefly of teachers of the deaf in the United States. The 
first meeting of this organization was held in New York City in 
1850. Since that time the meetings have been scheduled at two 
year intervals. The record of programs, speeches, demonstrations 
and activities are published in The Proceedings for each conven- 
tion. The library has a complete file of The Proceedings of the 
Convention of the American Instructors of the Deaf. Betty and 
Warren Fauth have prepared a study of these Proceedings cov- 
ering the years 1850-1949, as a graduate thesis, Gallaudet College, 
1949. This thesis constitutes not only an index but a digest of 
the articles appearing in the Proceedings. The Fauth study was 
published in nine installments in the American Annals of the Deaf 
for Mareh, May and November 1950, March 1951, September 
and November 1952, November 1954, March and November 155. 

A previous study, not so comprehensive in nature, was made in 
1945 by Annie Van Arsdale Craig. Both studies are in the library. 

The American Annals of the Deaf is the official publication of 
this organization. 

The membership of the Conference of Executives of the Amer- 
ican Schools for the Deaf includes the Superintendents and 
Principals and other executive officers. This group meets simul- 
taneously with the Convention of American Instructors of the 
Deaf and at other times as need arises. The official papers and 
proceedings of this group have been published variously. From 
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1868 to 1913 they were published separately. From that time 
to the present they have appeared in the American Annals of the 
Deaf. The library has complete records of this organization 
including those kept officially by its officers. A study of the 
Proceedings and Reports of the Conference of Executives of the 
American Schools for the Deaf was prepared by Vivian Fitanides 
as a graduate thesis, Gallaudet College, 1945. This study is in 
the library. An index by authors and subject of the Proceedings 
of the first eight conferences of Superintendents and Principals, 
1868-1900, was prepared by Gene Talbot Jaeger as a masters’ 
thesis, Gallaudet College, 1953. The American Annals of the Deaf 
is also the official organ of this group. 

The Alexander Graham Bell Speech Association for the Deaf 
was first organized as the American Association to Promote the 
Teaching of Speech to the Deaf. Headquarters are maintained 
at the Volta Bureau, Washington, D. C. The publication of this 
organization was known as The Association Review, 1889-1909, 
and as the Volta Review since that time. The publications of 
this organization and a description of its very fine library are to 
be found on page ... The Gallaudet College library has a 
complete file of The Association Review and The Volta Review, 
1899-date, together with the Proceedings of several Swmmer 
Meetings.

The National Forum on Deafness and Speech Pathology (for- 
merly The Society of Progressive Oral Advocates) was founded 
at Central Institute for the Deaf, St. Louis, Missouri, in 1917, 
for the purpose of advancing educational measures of interest to 
the deaf along purely oral principles. Oralism and Auralism, 
1922-1952, was the official publication of this group. Prior to 
the beginning and after the cessation of this publication, informa- 
tion relating to annual meetings is to be found variously in The 
American Annals of the Deaf, Journal of Exceptional Children, 
Proceedings of the International Congress on the Education of 
the Deaf, held at the New Jersey School for the Deaf, West 
Trenton, 1933, and The Volta Review. The library has a com- 
plete file of published works of this organization. The Volta 
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Bureau Library, Washington, D. C., has published and unpub- 
lished works of this association. 

An Index of Authors and Subject Matter of ORALISM AND 
AURALISM and Related Material, 1918-1952, was prepared as 
a masters’ thesis by William Joseph Doran, Gallaudet College, 1953. 

The American Hearing Society’s headquarters are located at 
919 18th Street, N.W., Washington, D. C. The library’s files 
of Hearing News, the official organ of the Society, begin with 
Volume 4, 1936, and continues to date. An Index of Authors 
and Subjects of HEARING NEWS, 1933-1950, was prepared by 
Mary Catherine Standley, as a masters’ thesis, Gallaudet College, 
1952. The programs of the annual meetings together with select- 
ed speeches and reports connected therewith are published in 
Hearing News. Complete Proceedings of the meetings may be 
consulted at the headquarters of the society. 

The professional organization of teachers of the deaf in England 
is known as the National College of Teachers of the Deaf. The 
library has incomplete files of the proceedings of this organization 
meeting in convention. The Teachers of the Deaf is the official 
publication of this organization. The library has a complete set, 
1903-date. An Index of Authors and Subjects on Speech and 
Speech-reading in THE TEACHER OF THE DEAF, 1903-1952, 
was prepared by Merlen George Gruenhagen as a masters’ thesis, 
Gallaudet College, 1953. 

The Deaf in India is the official organ of the Convention of 
the Teachers of the Deaf in that country. The library files cover 
the years 1950-1957. There are also incomplete files of proceedings. 

The National Association of the Deaf was organized in 1880. 
The President is Mr. B. B. Burns, California School for the Deaf, 
Berkeley, California. The library has an almost complete file 
of the Proceedings of this group meeting in convention, together 
with complete files of the Silent Worker, published by the Asso- 
ciation as its official publication. In addition to news items relat- 
ing to individuals and groups, there are excellent articles in this 
publication relating to the deaf and their problems. The (old 
series) of The Silent Worker was published by the New Jersey 
School for the Deaf, 1890-1928. These are also in the library. 

The National Institute of the Deaf is located at 105 Gower 
Street, London, W.C.1. This organization maintains a very fine 
library of materials relating to the deaf. It is eredited with 
having the best collection in England on this subject. The Silent 
World is the official publication and reports the varied activities 
of this group in connection with its work with the deaf in Eng- 
land. Gallaudet College Library has files of this publication 
together with official reports of the organization. 

The library also has files of the Transactions of The American 
Academy of Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology, 1905-date; and 
Transactions of the Annual Meetings of The American Laryngo- 
logical, Rhinological, and Otological Society, 1896-date.

Current research and other findings are generally reported 
first in journals. These articles are numerous and are a rich 
source of information about the deaf. There are journals devoted 
entirely to deafness generally and others to specific aspects of 
deafness. Others are applicable without treating the subject 
specifically. The library is building files of all of these journals 
and they represent a very active group among our “working 
materials” on the deaf. The occasional articles appearing in 
various journals on the subject of deafness are located through 
indexes and whenever possible photostatic copies are obtained. 
Files of the following periodicals are in the library. Those marked 
with the asterisk are complete. Others will be completed as soon 
as possible. In addition to those listed, the library has files of 
numerous foreign journals not included in this report. Others 
that have ceased publication, together with those published by 
clubs, religious organizations, regional associations, and similar 
groups, are not included.

The last five indexes have been published as a regular issue of 
the ANNaLs, V being published as the November number in 1915, 
VI, the November number of 1943, VII, the November number 
of 1944, VIII, the November number of 1945, and IX, the No- 
vember issue of 1956. An annual index is now published in 
the November issue. 

In general the standard reference work on the education of 
the deaf is the American Annals of the Deaf. This journal is, 
according to the Library of Congress, the oldest existing edu- 
cational journal in the United States. It is also the oldest 
journal on the education of the deaf in the world, having been 
founded in the year 1847 by the members of the faculty of the 
American School for the Deaf in Hartford, Conn. One wonders, 
naturally, why the oldest existing educational journal in the 
United States should be with some small bit of the educational 
world instead of with some larger field. The answer is that there 
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were so few books and pamphlets available in the early days of 
the education of the deaf, because of the high cost of such special- 
ized books, that a journal was of great importance in keeping 
the few teachers of the deaf in contact with each other. 

The history of the education of the deaf in the United States 
can be found in the pages of the ANNALS. Statistical informa- 
tion, such as is found in few journals, will also be found in the 
pages of this journal. It is indexed from 1847 to 1955 and 
yearly in each November issue.

1926, The Cumulative Index, 1916-26, that was published by 
the American Medical Association, and The Quarterly Cumulative 
Index Medicus that was in reality a combination of the two 
works above and which was published jointly by the American 
Medical Association and the Surgeon General’s Office. In 1932, 
the American Medical Association became the sole publisher of 
this work. In 1941, the Army Medical Library began the Current 
List of Medical Literature and continued its publication until 
December, 1959 when the new series Index Medicus was begun. 
The library is subscribed to this new publication. The files of 
The Current List of Medical Literature cover the period 1950-53. 
This varied continuous service noted above covers 1,200 journals 
in many languages and forms a practically complete index to the 
journal literature of an important subject. Complete files are in 
the National Library of Medicine. Other important works of 
the National Library of Medicine (previously known as the 
Surgeon General’s Library, the Armed Forces Medical Library 
and, the Army Medical Library) are the Jndex-Catalogue of the 
Surgeon General’s Office and the National Library of Medicine 
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Catalog. The library has four volumes of the former, including 
the “D” volumes containing publications on the deaf, and all of 
the latter publication covering the years 1955-59. These include 
only the cataloged materials of this large medical history. 

The Library of Congress Author Catalog is « cumulative list 
of works represented by Library of Congress printed cards. This 
is an author record of the holdings of the Library of Congress. 
Beginning in 1956 this publication became The National Union 
Catalog and now contains in addition to those titles in the Library 
of Congress those reported by approximately five hundred other 
American libraries. This work now becomes an index to American 
libraries and is of greatest value in connection with interlibrary 
loans in locating materials. Gallaudet College Library has a 
complete file of this indispensable and valuable reference work. 
The Library of Congress has author catalogs of large national 
foreign libraries including those of the British Museum and the 
Bibliotheque nationale. These two book catalogs and that of 
the Library of Congress constitute nearly universal bibliographies 
and offer great possibilities for the location of materials on a 
special subject. 

In addition to the general research facilities in the field of 
deafness that the Edward Miner Gallaudet Memorial Library 
offers, there are other fine libraries in the Washington area with 
collections in this field. Among these are the Volta Bureau 
Library, The National Library of Medicine, The Library of 
Congress, The Library of the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, and The Library of the National Institute of Health. 
The facilities of all these libraries are available to anyone having 
need to use them. 

The Edward Miner Gallaudet Memorial Library is also open 
to anyone who has need to use its resources. The hours are 
generally from 8 A.M. to 10 P.M., Monday through Friday, 
9 A.M. to 5 P.M. on Saturday, and 2 P.M. to 6 P.M. on Sunday 
during the regular college sessions. During the vacation period 
from August 15 to September 15, the hours are from 9 A.M. to 
5 P.M., Monday through Friday. 


A STIMULATING PROFESSION 


One of the most rewarding areas in specialized education 
is that of teaching the deaf. Although this area is in the 
general field of education, it is closely allied with the fields 
of medicine, psychology, speech, language disorders, elec- 
tronics, rehabilitation, audiology, public health, and social 
work. The work is of such a specialized nature that addi- 
tional training is necessary. 


The need for teachers in this particular area of special 
education is acute. A scarcity of qualified personnel exists 
throughout the United States and Canada. Positions are 
available in public and private residential schools, day 
schools, and in day classes. 


Trained teachers of the deaf are also needed in many 
speech and hearing clinics located in colleges and universi- 
ties, schools for the deaf, private centers, hospitals, and in 
medical schools. 


Scholarships are available for teacher trainees in the 
majority of the training centers. Interested applicants 
should write to the directors of the teacher training centers 
for details and refer to information on scholarships at the 
various centers in a brochure, which is available at the 
Office of The American Annals of the Deaf, Gallaudet Col- 
lege, Washington, D. C. for 10c. 


Information concerning the twenty-five teacher training 
centers meeting standards approved by the Conference of 
Executives of American Schools for the Deaf and the courses 
necessary for a teacher’s certificate are included in this 
brochure. Training is offered in various centers on the 
graduate and the undergraduate levels.
